Over Two- Million Yards of Earth !n 


Motion Along the Big Ditch. 


"Washington, Feb. 21. — More than 


2,000,000 cubic yards of earth and 
reck are in motion along the Panama 
canal and tae slides are showing more 
than usual activity.

In addition to tte slides, -which 
will involve additional work before 
the water is turned into the canal, 
there still remains about 4,000,000 
;.aids of excavation before the work 
is completed.

great data at Gamboa to a height of 
74 feet above the sea level.
